It is again the time of year when the American Red Cross calls 
upon us for funds which are necessary for the maintenance of its 
activities. Although the war is over the work of the Red Cros3 
continues. There are still men in the services both at home and 
abroad in and out of hospitals who are entitled to expect from 
the Red Cross many of the services which it has rendered in the 
past. In addition, veterans and their families must have some 
civilian organization to which they can look for counsel and as¬ 
sistance. Again it is the Red Cross which renders this service. 

The national organization has an actual need for $60,000,000 
of which $10,000,000 is on hand. Of the $60,000,000, $36,500,000 

is needed for the armed forces and veterans. The balance is prin¬ 
cipally for peacetime services.

per cent of our usual June consumption, and for the past few 
years has exceeded 80 acre feet or sufficient for about 40 
per cent of our normal June consumption. It Is obvious that 
during winter months the ratio of flow to consumption in¬ 
creases, and likewise during the summer months the ratio 
drastically decreases. 

Mayor Thomas Schwartz, whose term of office expires this 
spring, has advocated that the city of Sierra Madre retain 
a qualified water resources engineer to make a quantative 
analysis of the city's future needs, the requirements to ade¬ 
quately service the proposed annexation of the Hastings 
Ranch property, and the preparation of engineering data to 
guide the city in the most effective and economical means 
of properly developing the surface water .rights to which it is 
entitled. 

An engineering study is essential to determine what other, 
if any, sources of water supply are required to properly ser¬ 
vice the proposed extension of the city. This series of articles 
has not more than touched on the potential supply in the 
Big Santa Anita, nor the effect of the proposed series of 
settling basins for which the L.A. County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict contemplates completion of tests late this year. 

It has been the writer’s aim to show the urgent need for 
broadening our tax base in order, that our School District 
retain the present revenue from the Hastings property and 
both municipal government and school secure the added tax 
revenue forthcoming when the property is developed. 

Sierra Madre as it stands today is approachinq its peak 
tax revenue, and as new veterans' exemptions are filed and 
normal age depreciation sets in, our city government will 
eventually be hard pressed to carry on with our small tax 
base. The alternatives are: Substantially increase in tax rates 
or the unthinkable alternative of absorption by Pasadena or 
Arcadia. 

It will fall upon the shoulders of the City Council, which 
is to be elected in the spring elections, to chart which will 
be Sierra Madre's future course. The advantage of repre¬ 
sentative government in a small town is that the citizens can 
personally know and choose their representatives in city gov¬ 
ernment, thereby reflecting true democracy. Our opportunity 
to establish a policy for this city's growth will soon be upon 
us. May we determine this policy by intelligently carrying 
out our duty as American citizens.

in contrast to the other buildings 
It had to me the appearance of a 
rather cheap modernity. A Senior 
undergraduate with whom I chat¬ 
ted boasted of having kept out 
of it for his whole four years— 
which would be a difficult feat 


in most American colleges! What 
we would call the student's build¬ 
ing has huge lounging and play 
rooms. This building is govern¬ 
ed and occupied by the two un¬ 
dergraduates societies, one his¬ 
torical, the other philosophic— 
and it was evident that these 
Irish undergraduates did not con¬ 
sider these subjects as "too high¬ 
brow" for their serious, albeit 
witty and critical, consideration 
and study. I received the im¬ 
pression also that undergraduates 


here, as on the Continent, con¬ 
sider themselves men, rather than 
boys, and are treated as such. 
By various gradations and classi- j 
fications, the fees charged for 
tuition and living expenses to the 
1500 students are based upon the 
relative ability to pay, and since 
1873 all prizes and honors are 
open equally to Protestants and 
Catholics. Since 1903 degrees 
have been granted to women and 
scholarships are also open to 
them. Three things which im¬ 


pressed me about "Commons,” as ! 
the college dining hall is called, 
were: first, that the ceiling is 30 
feet high, ample to dissipate 
kitchen odors and the clatter of 
dishes and silver; second, that 
there are two sittings for dinner, 
one at 6:00, another at 7:15; and 
third, that the plates at all meals 
come hot to the table direct from 
huge warming ovens. The "Caf¬ 
eteria” and high-speed food con¬ 
sumption had not yet Invaded 
Trinity College.
